IS YOUR arrl.net TOOOO SLOOOWW?

The ARRL email forwarding service (callsign@arrl.net) has been 
hit by many problems in recent months. The appeal and use of the 
service has been far more than anticipated. The actual forwarding 
service (ISP), the database to run it, and the server hardware have 
all had their outages. There has been spam overload to the 
incorporated spam filters. And, as expected, hackers have shot at 
the service. 


There are slowdowns and there are stoppages. Recent answers 
from ARRL state an occasional breakdown, but have not 
acknowledged the frequently slow service and the lost messages. 
Message experience and tests have demonstrated delays as much 
as eight days and totally lost messages. Technical system 
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descriptions from the responsible manager at ARRL have been 
analyzed and show a system of questionable integrity. 


The ARRL Board of Directors has authorized a major redesign of 
the system. It is underway, and is expected to be completed "in a 
few months." Some elements of the redesign have already been 
criticized. 


It seems to me that the service as it now stands is poor and is 
disruptive to the message flow we have come to depend on. Until 
the redesign is complete and fully tested, I recommend that all 
users of the ARRL email forwarding service notify their senders to 
use alternative addresses. There are many forwarding services, or 
you can use your basic ISP address for incoming mail. Make sure 
of their ability to handle the attachments and large files you may 
expect. 


Please understand that this is not a criticism of the ARRL or the 
responsible manager. In addition to the ugly spammers and 
hackers, as well as the occasional weak hardware in this world, 
this is mostly a case of too much of a good thing.

The 2001 Boston Marathon 


This notice is later than it has been in the past. Because of some 
administrative quirks at the BAA we have been slowed in getting 
the paperwork out. It is on the way. There’s no question that our 
performance has benefited the runner safety and strengthened the 
administration of the event. 


Aside from the athletics and the competition, the Boston Athletic 
Association (BAA) has created one of the safest and user-friendly 
events of its kind in the world. It takes months of planning and 
over 7000 volunteers to make it so each year. More than 250 
hams contribute time and skills toward a small, but vital, part of 
this classic event. 


The Boston Amateur Radio Club has been asked to coordinate 
hams for emergency communications along the 26-mile course on 
Monday, 16 April 2001. In recent years about 165 hams from all 
over New England (and beyond) have turned out for this 
assignment. If you do not received the registration papers within a 
week after reading this, contact Bob Salow, WAIIDA at once 
(see below). 


The BAA has asked for each ham serving at the Marathon to have 
at least minimum experience in ham radio public service or 
emergency communications. This experience can be gained by 
participating in a public service event before the Marathon on 16 
April 2001. The Marathon is an exciting and intense day, so duty 
at other events can serve as a lower key introduction. If you have 
not done the Boston Marathon in 1999 or 2000, you will be asked 
to attend one of the briefings we will hold from mid March 
through early April. 


Whether you have volunteered before or you’re new and haven’t 
done it before, your help is needed for the 2001 Boston Marathon 
course. You will have a great time. Get the registration form 
back to the address shown on the form promptly.

ARRL Approves Dues Increase 


Meeting in Irving, Texas, January 19 and 20, the ARRL Board of 
Directors voted to increase membership dues from $34 to $39 
annually for full members younger than 65, and from $28 to $34 
for full members 65 and older. The dues hike goes into effect July 
1, 2001. The last ARRL dues increase was in July 1997.
